"wherein the network identifier of the second processor arrangement comprises a range of TCP 
sequence numbers of the data connection and two or more of the unique identifiers in the 
collection have duplicate transport identifiers and a different respective ranges of TCP sequence 
numbers" as specified in claim 1 1 . 

"wherein the network identifiers comprise ranges of TCP sequence numbers of the data 
connections and two or more of the unique identifiers have duplicate transport identifiers and 
different respective ranges of TCP sequence numbers" as specified in claim 26.
